Further, the majority students come schools nursing without 
any college training. These students must acquainted not only with the 
literature usually found college library but also literature scientific 
and technical nature, including textbooks and periodicals nursing and the 
reference books and periodicals medicine and surgery. 

Forward looking nurses have long been aware the need for acquainting 
student nurses with the proper use books and libraries. Miss Ann Doyle was 
among the first advocate orientation program. 1937, she wrote, 


definite plan needed tell the student about library procedures. Every student 
should informed how use the card catalog. She entitled explanation the class 
scheme; copy the class outline should placed her hand. Her attention should 
called the library plan showing the location books, pamphlets, periodicals, etc. She should 
informed concerning the periodical indexes the library and taught how get the most out 
them, and out the dictionaries and encyclopedias, also she should receive instruction 
the compilation bibliographies and the procedure collecting and abstracting material 
for term papers and reports. advisable that new students should exposed the li- 
brary early possible, that least one talk the use the library given small 
groups students, and that they informed early concerning library rules and

Since then, the program has gone through several changes. Since only two 
class hours can devoted formal library instruction, every moment must 
planned that the students will derive maximum benefit from them.

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The material given the program has been fairly well standardized, but 
those students who require more instruction are given much individual 
attention they may require. The first lecture given the entire group 
the second third day after their arrival the nursing school. pre-test 
(see Appendix given the group attempt test attitudes toward 
and general knowledge libraries. Each item represents separate subject 
and serves basis for discussion the second library class hour. The test 
scores, when plotted graph, usually result normal distribution curve 
skewed toward the right. The shape and position the curve will determine 
whether two class hours library instruction will suffice. Since the library 
broken into several small rooms, floor plans and description the library 
are drawn the bulletin board. 

During the first meeting, also, the purposes the catalog are explained and 
the many uses which can put are described. Enlarged author and sub- 
ject cards are shown the group, and each item explained. 

Since many students are 
familiar with the Dewey classification system from their high school days, 
comparison made between the Dewey system and the National League 
Nursing Education system.

Using one the students’ textbooks illustration, the names the parts 
and purposes the book are discussed, stressing use the index. 

The second lecture given after the students have spent approximately one 
month the school nursing. The class broken into sections about 
twenty students. Each section meets separately the rear the library. The 
pre-tests are returned, and each item serves basis for discussion. This dis- 
cussion usually takes the form questions and answers, during which time the 
librarian sees that all the students participate. Those students who still 
not understand library procedures and the use books they affect them 
are asked return for personal conference with the librarian. 

The Bibliographical Form (see Appendix read aloud and discussed. 
Periodicals and books the collection are used illustrations various bib- 
liographical forms and footnotes common usage. 

Each student given half sheet paper which are listed four items that 
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have located the library. The first two require that some information 
noted from the catalog. The third requires some information from the index 
nursing periodical literature, while the fourth requires information from the 
vertical file. Every student who has made error this sheet asked re- 
turn for personal conference, for felt that this knowledge essential be- 
fore she will feel home and able find her way about the library. 
also gives the Librarian opportunity search out the weaker students who 
require additional instruction. 

These weaker students, rule, soon show deficiencies, also, their regular 
class and laboratory work. Occasionally these difficulties can, part least, 
traced poor reading study habits. Many students come the school 
nursing after having been away from school for several years and have difficul- 
ties re-adjusting themselves program study. 

Conferences are arranged with students who desire additional instruction be- 
cause difficulties their classwork. Although not claim experts 
the fields remedial reading, study habit formation, and forth, try 
point out the more obvious faults. Students, for example, who display reading 
difficulties are given pamphlet read entitled, rapidly and 
explain them the principles eye movement and show them how they may 
become conscious these. ask that they set aside half hour practice 
period each day and, using their own assigned readings, spend the first fifteen 
minutes being solely concerned with preventing regression eye movements 
and the second fifteen minutes being solely concerned with comprehension. 
explain how test oneself for comprehension. also request that the student 
set aside several hours each week-end novel chosen jointly the 
student and librarian. The student asked time herself determine her 
reading speed. Even while she reading the book, have discussions de- 
termine how much she has understood. Because the pressure their work, 
unfortunately, the students cannot engage long-term practice programs, but 
even two weeks conscientious practice work will often make considerable 
difference reading ability. 

addition the library classes that the student attends the beginning 
the first year, she undertakes number assignments throughout her stu- 
dent career designed familiarize her with various aspects book and library 
use.

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aspects particular disease. Sometimes this requires good deal reference 
work, since few diseases are, yet, discussed from this point view. 

The librarian, through attendance faculty meetings and close co-operation 
with faculty members and ward instructors, tries, wherever possible, inte- 
grate library use and instruction into the educational program the nursing 
school. 


AFFILIATING STUDENTS’ PROGRAM 


addition the regular students, there are large number students who 
affiliate Bellevue Hospital for experience pediatrics, tuberculosis, psychia- 
try, other fields which Bellevue Hospital may have better training facili- 
ties than have their own institutions. Their stay ranges from one month one 
year. The library program with affiliating students designed acquaint them 
with the book and periodical collection sufficiently well that they can ade- 
quately prepare their assignments. 

they arrive, each group given half-hour lecture the use the 
library. The section their Affiliate’s Handbook the library used 
basis for discussion. The material similar that Appendix Each 
section read and discussed, with emphasis placed the section rules and 
regulations. The books and periodicals the fields which they are affiliating 
are discussed, and they are taken about the library and shown the specific loca- 
tions the shelves. few moments are spent the catalog, its contents and 
uses. 

Some these affiliating students request and receive considerable additional 
help the use the library and problems connected with their classwork. 

This program has evolved result thirteen years experimentation 
the Bellevue School Nursing Library. have tried make the fullest use 
the short period time allotted for this orientation program. gets 
across, interesting manner, all the points consider that they 
will remembered and put use.

With the exception those held Reserve shelves, all books and single 
issues periodicals may borrowed for one week and may renewed. Current 
issues periodicals may borrowed for one day. The amount material borrowed 
adjusted according the needs the individual and other readers.

FOOTNOTES 


The sources quotations the text term paper should given footnotes 
grouped the foot the page. This listing references called documentation. 
Directions for documenting paper well some examples footnote references 
are included below. Assistance with troublesome items may secured from the 
Librarian. 

Form. The form for footnote similar that used bibliography, except that 
the author’s name appears regular order. Usually reference made the specific 
page pages which the quotation appeared. 

Some authorities advise that the first time reference appears footnote com- 
plete bibliographical information should given. For term paper, which has 
bibliography appended, seems sufficient use the short form footnote suggested 
here for all footnotes. However, material quoted from book which not included 
the bibliography, then important that complete bibliographical information 
appears the footnote. 

Placing references. Footnotes should separated from the text solid line 
drawn across the page. Since papers are usually type double space, the first footnote 
should appear double space below the line. The spacing within the note should 
single, but there should double space between the notes. Each note should in- 
dented about three spaces; succeeding lines should carried the margin. The refer-

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ence index number should placed one-half space above the line, without punctua- 
tion and without space between and the first word the note. The number the 
text should placed the end the quotation excerpt, after the punctuation, 
without space, and one-half space above the line. should not placed after 
colon which precedes the quotation. 

footnote should not repeat the author’s name the title his work either 
given clearly the text, but should give the additional items needed complete the 
reference. Footnotes may numbered consecutively throughout article, chapter, 
complete work. 

Abbreviations. When references the same work follow each other closely and un- 
interruptedly, (Latin ibidem, meaning the same may used instead 
repeating the author and title. 

Op. cit. (Latin opere citato, meaning “in the work cited”) may used following the 
name the author indicating reference his work cited before. The title must 
the same; the page reference may different. 

kindness the reader better not use these abbreviations unless they pre- 
vent repetition references the same page save space because very lengthy 
references.

Abstracts and its current issues, with the primary site Section and scat- 
tered metastases through the remainder.

The first additional major abstract source the 
Cancerologiae. This French abstract quarterly usually will supply wealth 
information leads. Several new mimeographed abstract bulletins have been 
started the United States lately, which Cancer Current Literature and Neo- 
plastic Disease Abstracts have survived. They are quite helpful for locating re- 
cent literature, although the abstracts themselves are sometimes sketchy and 
research phases made subordinate. time these bulletins may become even 
more helpful. The same may said for Excerpla Medica struggling 
get started. This splendidly conceived and executed, non-profit medical ab- 
stract journal deserves widespread support. has not quite come abreast 
current literature yet. the cancer literature not highly specialized 
nature concentrated the Considerations” sub-division Section 
XIV, Radiology, although this journal, like Biological Abstracts, repeats ab- 
stracts various sections rather than listing cross references the end sec- 
tions. The reason behind that practice undoubtedly the sale individual 
sections subscription basis. 

Cancer information scattered about Biological Abstracts, that the 
whole not attractive source for current literature. Its annual indexes also 
lag deplorably. The abstract section fiir Krebsforschung just resur- 
rected post-war with volume 56, number April, 1948, can most useful. The 
old Zentralblatt der Krebskrankheiten used only comprehensive historical 
study long-haul approach cancer problems. Certainly the 
much more service this connection. Because the time lag its appear- 
ance, however, little value for current material and the Current List 
likewise nearly useless because its arrangement and its sporadic issuance 
indexes. These latter factors may resolved the near future. 

Nutrition some aid for literature gastric cancer, diet rela- 
tion tumors, and cell metabolism. Unless the problem hand has radia- 
tion aspect, the Nuclear Science Abstracts, issued the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission’s Oak Ridge National Laboratory (T.I.D.) with assistance from Crerar 
Library, not helpful.

REVIEWS AND ADVANCES 


Among the various review sources have listed, the Review Bio- 
chemistry has proved consistently beneficial. These concentrates, aside from 
any critical function they may exercise, are unquestioned time-savers. re- 
viewer has pointed out that the current volume the Annual Review 
Biochemistry reviews the work over 4000 investigators. The A.A.A.S. con- 
ference monographs have uneven quality, but are nonetheless stimulating. 
The usefulness these various modified the nature one’s 
own research interests. Those review sources listed under Subdivision Reports 
are less rewarding the whole, but are not necessarily neglected, since 
they may indicate trends research thinking. The Syllabus put out Colonel 
Ash’ was planned for medical students and specialists, but appears offer 
some advantage also cancer investigators not having medical background.

Planning the size the collection, considering the amount 
space, the possibility and probability expansion, keeping mind the special- 
ties the staff and the research projects, well the number, kind, accessa- 
bility, interlibrary loan policy neighboring medical and scientific libraries 
also part the job the medical librarian matter what the size her 
library. 

the size the library staff increases, the functions training, rating, and 
counseling grow importance. Industrial studies have shown that factors other 
than favorable unfavorable physical working conditions salary have great 
influence upon the efficiency the employee. some cases lack trust, 
pride, and lack motivation were sufficient importance counteract the 
emphasis management was placing improyed working 
the field medical librarianship well any other field, staff attitudes are 
major importance. 

Since lack standardization for education and selection personnel exists 
the field medical librarianship well scarcity personnel, training 
the job and in-service training are major importance present. One 
the methods value training program, however small scope, the analy- 
sis jobs done and the preparation job true that 
medical librarianship among those jobs that cannot measured statistical 
however, account what duties are performed can used 
basis for acquainting the new employee well the old with his 
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Along with the job analysis and job descriptions, industry and government 
agencies have found job specifications valuable. These are performance stand- 
ards based upon attempt standardize work performance. may that 
industry will find these techniques more value than service organizations 
since production units can more easily measured. The job specifications are 
set show what would expected competent employee, and 
are value giving the employee understanding what expected him 
the job. They are subject the pitfalls pointed out that, 
particularly dealing with scientific and professional workers engaged the 
same kind work, will often found that, whereas one may uniformly 
dependable and reliable, the flashes originality and brilliance another com- 
pensate, some extent, for his lack steady hauling heavy load. 

In-service training, extension on-the-job training also the responsi- 
bility the librarian-administrator. This concept envisions broad program for 
encouraging each develop his fullest capacities. Staff meetings 
with discussions professional subjects, leave attend conferences, oppor- 
tunities for further study, are some the means encourage professional 
growth. suggestion value the administrator well the staff offered 
Brodman who advocates working some problem medical librarianship 
and then, possible, publishing the 

Nothing has been said far the important aspect any librarian’s 
job, that coordinator. Whether given large small library, the service 
necessarily coordinated the one hand, into efficiently functioning 
organization itself, and the other, conjunction with the various depart- 
ments its establishment including the Medical Library Committee. work- 
ing with the latter, the medical librarian will want balance the possible over- 
emphasis the most interested most demanding members. some cases 
the Medical Library Committee will merely wish consulted, whereas 
others the members may feel their duty actually select the books. the 
last case the librarian has the difficult but important task convincing them 
tactfully that she has the qualifications and ability for that part her job. 
While this paper has covered aspects personnel work very broad sense, 
attempt has been made keep mind not only that most 
medical libraries, present, the librarian very often administrator well 
operator but also anticipate some future developments.

portunities librarian. library that comfortably attractive home 
sweet home, and that has librarians warmly understanding favorite 
aunties, will much fill the wide open spaces the reading-room, and 
insure traffic jams the loan desk. 

The best publicity, course, courteous, agreeable service—service with 
smile! competent librarian, who knows her stuff, good, but friendly 
librarian who knows names and faces better. Even you can’t find old Dr. 
Fussbudget’s hazy reference the Hippocratic treatment measles, you will 
probably able seduce him remembering that his name Dr. Fuss- 
budget, and calling him that with subtle charm and sympathy. 

Some medical schools give courses verdant Freshmen the anatomy and 
physiology library, well instruction the operative technic necessary 
for book extraction. But most librarians put across the idea the library 
glamorous educational institution practicing the group method. Small lots 
budding William Oslers and Harvey Cushings are taken gently the hand 
and given personally conducted tour the library, along with simple in- 
structions how make use what they are looking at. you are both 
charming and clever your conductor’s you can imbue the lads, and oc- 
casional lasses, with enthusiasm that will bring them in, not too infrequently, 
browse among the classics their profession. 

case the spoken word forgotten, the written word made available 
the shape library information booklets, and the posting complete card 
sets for all types library material, accompanied sample call slips. 
you well know, the folk who think that there only one card for each book 
legion. 

Attention drawn special library material many ways. large glass- 
covered bulletin board near the library entrance shows advantage the 
brightly-colored jackets medical best-sellers, well the current monthly 
list recent acquisitions. Mimeographed recent book lists sent monthly 
every member the medical staff and every medical library the country, 
advertise the library and its wares. Included with these lists there may 
number intriguing references some special subject. 
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similar distribution monthly lists new material limited fields 
also desirable. Current bibliographies the library’s holdings such present- 
day interests poliomyelitis and rheumatic fever find favor with the Medical 
Faculty general, while small groups specialists like get the library’s 
recordings such subjects nutrition, peripheral vascular diseases, and 
hypertension. Often list new books and articles his own field wins the 
pleased acceptance one doctor alone. Specialists always respond specialties! 

Attractive arrangements the library’s other features are good publicity. 
Variety the spice library, too! Glass cases rare books, convenient 
files prints, neatly shelved and labeled museum pieces, easily got-at theses 
and pamphlets, all help advertise the library’s usefulness. browsing room 
with easy chairs, reading lamps and small tables invites the reader the Elysian 
Fields medical history, biography, fiction and curious miscellany. One 
Northwestern University’s specialties its collection novels and stories 
about physicians, and this collection, placed the Browsing Room, attracts 
streams students who like renew their acquaintance with ophthalmologist 
Conan Doyle’s Adventures Sherlock Holmes general practitioner Cronin’s 
The Citadel. 

small shelf recent medical books placed near the loan desk will 
attract those who might miss them the stacks, and another shelf adorned 
with non-medical best-sellers draws many readers the library. Popular 
fiction may well serve sort the library’s more legitimate 
possessions. These books, when suffering circulation failure, are sent for recu- 
peration the patients’ library neighboring hospital. few good non- 
medical periodicals, such Life, Time, and Reader’s Digest often attract 
medical readers, the daily news-papers the town. 

Scrap-books reviews new medical books offer up-to-the-minute service 
the discriminating reader, and such clipping collections are placed the 
reading-room convenience the busy doctor. 

Library publicity that extends farther afield—one might call extra-mural 
publicity—consists staff ventures into journalism and the show business, 
that is, library exhibits. 

quite common find medical librarians writing learned articles for 
their own professional journals, and such literary contributions are, course, 
valuable, not only for the presentation professional problems and solutions, 
and for the noting professional progress, but also for the favorable attention 
they bring both the author and his her library. not common, but 
quite advantageous write occasional medical library article for 
general library publication. This acquaints the profession whole with in- 
side information the difficult and highly technical work the librarian 
who ministers the noble art healing. 

even less common, but even more advantageous, for the medical li- 
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brarian write for non-library publications. Many medical journals welcome 
contributions medical librarians. Almost every medical library, whether 
situated school hospital, can make use the official bulletin 
journal the institution. Attention thus drawn valuable material the 
library collection. Such articles may include descriptions, with illustrations, 
the library’s rare books surgery, pediatrics, ophthalmology, other 
treasures. there may thrilling account its first editions, its print 
collection, its museum collection. Educational articles library procedures, 
problems, etc. may arouse your special public new and awe-struck ap- 
preciation your value, and such articles are means dry reading you 
spice them with bit humor. 

medical library staff may also find for itself place the sun pro- 
ducing general articles medico-literary nature. Not only medical history 
periodicals, but general medicine and surgery journals well, often like 
publish essays the cultural interest physicians—art, music, literature, 
etc.—and they fairly revel pathological biography. essay famous 
man with famous disease will make your library too. Sometimes the 
fanmail gets excessive, what with letters and post-cards from most 
the United Nations, all wanting reprints return mail! 

Library exhibits are show business indeed! They start the library itself, 
spread glass cases various floors the building, and extend medical 
convention halls and hotels. These exhibitions books, pictures, old surgical 
instruments, medals and bookplates cover range subjects that almost 
phenomenal. When visiting personage, even local medical light, gives 
lecture, material that lecture exhibited the extent the library’s re- 
sources. This sort exhibition like that put hospital medical library 
when particularly fascinating case arouses the interest practically the whole 
staff. All library material with reference the disease and its complications 
once placed view. 

Intra-mural exhibits Northwestern University’s Medical Library are 
changed monthly and have included such subjects Medical Poets, Barber- 
Surgeons, Priests Lucina (history obstetrics), Medical Philately, History 
Ringworm (100th anniversary Gruby’s discovery), Famous Press Speci- 
mens, History Surgical Anesthesia (100th anniversary the first public 
demonstration), Bookplates, and the Abt Exhibit (honoring the great pedia- 
trician his 80th birthday). 

Exhibits the various floors the Medical School consist, for the most 
part, classics the various divisions the medical curriculum taught 
that particular floor, such Classics Pediatrics, Classics Gynecology, 
Classics Otolaryngology, etc. Other cases show material the History 
Medical Education. These cases are large, well-lighted and well-placed posi- 
tions near the elevators. side-line, may noticed that the walls the 
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corridors and the clinics throughout the building are lined with pictures belong- 
ing and cataloged the Library. Most these are engraved portraits 
medical men. Attached the lower frame each small card bearing the 
name the physician, his vital statistics, and brief account his claim 
fame. The subjects the portraits are, course, correlated with the subjects 
taught the floor. 

Last year, Northwestern broke into big time exhibiting medical conven- 
tions Chicago. Well-lighted glass cases are placed the booth provided for 
the Library, and provision also made for exhibits against the draped back- 
ground. Books, pictures, old instruments, the original magazine articles first 
describing disease entity, are advantageously arranged. Two members the 
Library Staff are constantly attendance guard and explain the exhibit. 

For the 1947 meeting the American Academy Orthopedic Surgeons, the 
Library exhibited the History Orthopedic for the 1948 meeting, 
Early Methods Treating Bone and Joint Injuries. Monumenta Medica, rare 
book display, was shown the 1947 Annual Conference the Chicago Medical 
Society, and Historical Material Injuries Bones and Joints was exhibited 
its 1948 Conference. When the State Medical Society met May, 
1947, the subject was Early Midwestern Medicine; the 1948 meeting was 
the History Physical Diagnosis. the October, 1947 meeting the American 
Academy Ophthalmology and Otolaryngology, the Library showed the 
the Literature Ophthalmology and Otolaryngology. 

The work involved setting these convention exhibits difficult and 
exhausting, but the and publicity value large. More and more 
people the medical world are getting know about Northwestern’s Medical 
Library, and more and more people are getting appreciate its resources. 
That the exhibits are considered valuable assets the conventions shown 
the awards they win. 

Henry Ward Beecher once said that library but the soul’s burial-ground, 
land shadows. The medical library the present day need not ceme- 
tery for dead souls dead books. With appreciation the publicity values 
expert yet kindly service, and intelligent yet subtle showmanship, library 
need consign its wares the dust and silence the upper shelf. 
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purpose this report not overcome prejudice. That would 
impossible. few exceptional librarians, and have 
librarians our midst, are excellent statisticians well good librarians. The 
majority loathe statistics. regard them necessary evil imposed 
upon higher authority, but resent the time and effort spent accumu- 
lating them. Nor feel that can give you much new information. true 
that sent questionnaire medical school libraries regarding types 
statistics kept their libraries, and that harassed and overworked librarians 
were sufficiently interested provide with the data which form the basis 
this report. propose give you no, very little, statistical analysis the 
figures provided those questionnaires. many cases, Miss Brodman 
pointed out her impressive paper published the BULLETIN January, 
1947, questionnaire does not always lend itself providing accurate pic- 
ture. There are too many variable factors that cannot taken into account 
when answering YES specific question. But from the answers 
received, and even more, perhaps, from the librarians’ comments, and from the 
statistical forms used different libraries which accompanied those answers, 
certain trends were apparent, and these trends that propose call 
your attention, for the definite purpose influencing your behaviour with 
regard statistics. 

great deal the statistical information recorded our libraries limited 
value, not valueless. That provocative statement. Why 
value limited? Because does not take into account fully the real purpose 
statistics. What this purpose? the words library authority, written fifty 
years ago, which hold good to-day, library’s purpose taking statistics 
four-fold. is, the first place, compare itself different stages with itself, 
and with others like character; secondly, provide evidence for against 
any given policy the administration; thirdly, gauge the public usefulness 
and the growth decline the library; and, finally, make report and tally 
the errors given department work. Only insofar library provides 
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all the records required give this information, and provides them accurately, 
can the statistics provides real value. 

This statement does not constitute plea for more and more statistics, but 
for more intelligent grasp the range which our statistics must cover, and 
the accuracy the story they uncover, order give true picture the 
needs the library and the service renders. skeleton the necessary sta- 
tistics provide this information would involve: cumulative record the 
size and cost the collection, that adequate provision may made for 
housing and financing; quantitative record the operations involved 
acquiring and processing the library’s material; record the use made 
the material the library the public whom serves. service record— 
the amount work done relation the number people who the work. 

This all-embracing program need not involve multiplicity figures, but 
does demand sense proportion sift the essential from the non-essential. 
not purpose set statistical formula which may followed cate- 
gorically all libraries. Library committees have worked for years this 
problem, which seems practically insoluble because varying local conditions, 
—different methods financing, classification, and charging,—the relation 
the medical library its parent institution, and many other factors. Rather, 
may briefly point out some defects that are apparent from study the statis- 
tics reported these libraries. 

These fall chiefly into three groups. The first that some libraries show lack 
balance their statistical set-up. They tend overemphasize some depart- 
ments the library, while totally ignoring, incompletely reporting others. 
Admittedly, some phases work the library not readily lend themselves 
numerical count, but attempt should made fit them into the statis- 
tical pattern. illustrate this lack balance, the questionnaire sent out, 
headings were suggested for the collection statistics acquisitions, (which 
included orders, exchanges, periodicals and binding). The average number 
headings used the libraries was 15. Yet those libraries kept record 
whatsoever reference work, which surely valuable and time-consuming 
part the work done the circulation department. Again, the headings sug- 
gested for the statistics cataloguing numbered 37, and were the actual head- 
ings used one the larger university libraries (and regarded the catalogu- 
ers that library great waste time), yet one our smaller libraries 
used all those headings, and 15% those libraries which kept catalogu- 
ing statistics, used more headings. Again, showed total 
headings its cataloguing records, and that library, also one our largest, 
apparently keeps record the very considerable amount reference work 
done. Unquestionably, detailed record the work the cataloguing depart- 
ment can valuable the head cataloguer large organization, order 
assess and re-align the work the department, but for average library 
waste time and effort, and much simpler set-up should suffice. 
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The second noticeable defect our statistical methods the tendency 
take disproportionate number statistics the size the institution. Con- 
sistently over-elaborate all departments regardless the value the in- 
formation supplied uneconomical. This not always the fault the librarian. 
Consider the case one who wrote, reason have had keep many 
statistics that receive money from different societies, and they each want 
set kept show them that need the money. Also have done self- 
defence order obtain more staff. keeps one person busy doing statistics, 
and would better put that effort into Imagine library with 
collection less than 17,000 volumes and one person statistics! this 
case, surely, the report showed the amount time spent statistics the 
situation would remedied. many cases sample series statistics may 
taken for definite period order establish ratio, and the series can 
repeated desirable intervals check. significant note, the way, 
that the average number statistics kept was inverse proportion the size 
the library. Libraries over 50,000 reported fewer statistics kept than libraries 
under 50,000. fairness, however, must confessed that all libraries not 
share this tendency overburden themselves with figures. One, and only 
one, courageous librarian reported, have available much the information 
which the questionnaire lists, but frequently have only for short period 
not organize into table, make any appreciable public library 
use the This, must admitted, the exceptional case. 

Another flaw often apparent the choice headings. headings are not 
well chosen, records may not sufficiently informative, they may mis- 
leading. the questionnaire sent out, the headings under reference work were: 
person, telephone, letter. These are headings actually use some 
libraries, and permit easy numerical count. more exact, and mind, 
more acceptable selection headings were those used other libraries: search 
research, and bibliographies. 

Let take concrete example. Suppose examine the statistical set-up 
actual library see where accomplishes its purpose and where fails. The 
library have chosen use illustration has collection 40,000 volumes, 
and keeps fewer than the average number statistics recorded our survey. 
The acquisition department keeps three main records: acquisitions, gifts, and 
finances regard purchases. This latter heading broken down into books, 
periodicals, and funds—all necessary divisions take care the financial situa- 
tion this library. record kept items ordered solicited, letters out- 
going, order work, shipments incoming cancellations. There are super- 
fluous records that department and the librarian feels that they are adequate, 
and that the compilation further statistics would cost more than their value 
the library. 

the periodical department record kept the number titles received 
currently subscription, presentation and exchange. Subscriptions added and 
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cancelled are also counted, are also new exchanges established and cancelled. 
The number exchanges received, chiefly through the Medical Library Asso- 
ciation, are recorded, but count kept the number exchanges sent. The 
Librarian merely heaves sign relief and lets that. rare intervals, 
sample count made periodicals received languages, but this usually 
for some specific purpose, and not made regular intervals. These statistics 
are all value when the question revising the periodical subscription lists 
comes for discussion. 

the binding department, the number and the cost volumes bound and 
rebound kept, well the number volumes mended and the number 
pamphlet binders. Again these are directly used preparing the budget. 

The cataloguing done the Main University Library, and that depart- 
ment only one record kept—cards added the catalogue. This satisfied the 
former head the department, but the University Librarian was occasionally 
unhappy because had means assessing the output work various 
members the department. The chief cataloguer maintained that statistics 
alone were not sufficient for the purpose, and that she could properly assess the 
work done the department without them. further statistics were taken. 

the circulation department more statistics are kept. There count made 
Reading-Room, night and week loans students, and combined count 
Faculty and Graduate loans, which broken down into bound volumes, and 
current periodicals, for what reason, one knows. one the inherited 
schemes which had originated probably when the library was formed and the 
librarian was trying stimulate the circulation recent journals. The circula- 
tion the Medical Library amalgamated the Main University Library, 
and the curious feature that the Main Library, where several thousand 
periodicals are received currently, record whatsoever kept their circula- 
tion! 

Interlibrary Loan records are kept fully, according loans, photostats and 
microfilms sent, received, and applied for but not received. These show the ever 
expanding work done interlibrary loans, and serve chiefly bring the 
blood pressure the librarian, who regards extremely expensive service 
rendered the library. The interlibrary loans are handled the reference 
staff, but record kept the reference work done the department. Dur- 
ing recent campaign for funds for new library building, figures showing the 
amount reference work done for commercial organizations the community 
might have been instrumental securing donations. Work this department 
increasing rapidly, but although abortive attempts have been made keep 
records, these have not been successful yet. 

There are three departmental libraries, which are staffed the departments, 
not the library. circulation records are maintained, there accurate 
measure the use the library material housed there. 
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There have picture the statistical pattern average library. 
seems serve its purpose, with fair economy effort, but there are certainly 
some inconsistencies, omissions, and unnecessary operations. What would 
careful scrutiny your library show? 

think the main reason for the defects many our methods recording 
statistics that libraries have often inherited statistical set-ups which, effec- 
tive they may have been the outset, have outlived their original purpose. 
They have not been altered take into account changes the character the 
library’s work and services. old, out-worn pattern rigidly adhered to, 
without considering whether the story tells necessary valuable. Over- 
elaboration certain phase the library’s activities may desirable 
certain period, but the librarian should ask, necessary Just 
business institution must constantly revise its cost-accounting system, 
should take stock our statistical scheme make sure supplies the required 
information completely, simply, and economically possible. 

conclusion, may offer these practical suggestions. First, analyse your 
statistical frame-work see suits your present needs. Eliminate obsolete 
headings and unnecessary sub-divisions. See that covers all phases the 
library’s work adequately, but with unnecessary detail. any time more 
information needed, take sample statistics for limited period. For example, 
record wanted how much the foreign material the library used, 


count may made for month, and average established. The check can 
repeated intervals see there any radical change, but there none, 
there need perpetuate this particular record. Above all, keep sense 
proportion about the position statistics the library. See that they serve 
you, but don’t let them get the upper hand. Make sure that the librarian the 
master, and statistics the slave. 
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NAIRE handling reserves was sent librarians 103 
schools medicine, dentistry, and pharmacy; and was very gratifying 
receive replies and completed questionnaires. This response approxi- 
mately 85%, and should like express appreciation for your prompt and 
enthusiastic response. 

Since many you indicated interest knowing the results, and since the 
tabulations proved very detailed—6 pages all—the statistics have been 
mimeographed and copies will mailed all 103 librarians. 

contribution here, should like discuss categories the survey 
which seemed particularly significant. the first question, the 
librarians stated that they placed material reserve the request pro- 
fessors; but 45, over half, the librarians did not answer the question 
whether not they placed material reserve the students’ request, 
stated that they did not so. 

When asked they used any other policy for placing material reserve 
(other than the two methods stated above) all answers boiled down the 
librarians’ discretion, and this discretion was almost entirely the result reader 
demand and popular usage. Since the majority our readers reserve material 
are students, one conclusion may reached that better cooperation should 
established between professor and librarian, and between student and librarian, 
that material can placed reserve time meet the need rather than 
after reader demand has aroused the students anger and the librarian 
action. 

Another conclusion which may drawn that schools medicine, 
dentistry, and pharmacy, students either make requests which are denied 
have privilege request for material placed reserve. 

The survey contained indirect question, which the correlation between 
open and closed shelves, and the loss books. libraries lost 
volumes from reserve last year; these had closed shelves and had open 
shelves; and had semi-closed shelves. Forty-seven libraries lost total 
159 volumes from reserve; and librarians reported they did not know how 
many were lost, did not answer the question. figure the missing mate- 
rial the basis open and closed shelves for reserves, find: 

libraries with semi-closed, half open and half closed shelves, lost total 

reserve volumes, average vols. per library. 
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libraries with closed shelves, lost total reserve volumes, aver- 

age 1.8 volumes per library. 

libraries with open shelves, lost total reserve volumes, aver- 

age 1.9 volumes per library. 

One result closed shelves added work for the library staff, and complete 
dependence the students desk attendants secure the reserve material. 
Since one purpose closed shelves protect the book collection from loss, 
view the results this survey, the small percentage increased loss 
libraries with open shelves (one tenth one per cent) would seem negligible; 
and therefore the aim decreasing loss material not attained. 

One librarian reported losses with closed shelves, but commented that 
were lost the last year which the policy was open shelves. Another librarian 
reported volumes lost with open shelves, and result this library has 
changed closed shelves. would interesting have information year 
hence the number lost reserve books with the new system, since this 
survey seems indicate that loss reserve material not the result the 
system open closed shelves. 

checking the BULLETIN THE ASSOCIATION over the 
past years, found only one reference the indexes the question hand- 
ling This was the College Libraries Roundtable held the 1937 
Annual Meeting the Medical Library Association. that time one librarian 
stated that photostats were used duplicate the journal was not available; 
three librarians stated that reprints were used. According the survey just 
concluded, librarians are using photostats for reserve purposes little more than 
they did 1937. Forty college and university librarians answering the ques- 
tionnaire state they not use photostats; these use reprints. Thirty- 
librarians say photostats are used, but with various qualifications such 
able second hand”’, replace out print volumes poor 
Three librarians state demand for photostats; one library copies are 
made. 

instructors are tending more and more placing periodical material 
reserve there real possibility that are seriously damaging our collections. 
Some say this danger can decreased obtaining reprints and second sets; 
but often reprints are longer available, and there the matter delay— 
sometimes months—before the reprints, second copies, can secured. This 
delay also true when photostats are ordered. For instance minimum two 
weeks may anticipated before photostats are received, which case the time 
limit for the assignment may over, and, often the case, the photostats 
may not used again. The expense involved important librarians; fifty 
cents minimum charge per photostat, out the question for many libraries 
purchase photostats quantity. 
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The statement the service expresses the feeling many 
librarians who have photoduplication service available, have service in- 
adequate for their needs. Little can done prevent last minute reserve lists 
from professors; and occasionally the article recent that early notice 
impossible. However might give serious consideration the development 
increased use photostats our libraries for reserve purposes, with de- 
creased prices and improvement facilities this field.

Faculty and Long-Overdue Books—How 
Controlled?

VERY few minutes consideration the assigned topic, and 
long overdue books. How convinced the paucity any con- 
tribution personally could make solving the problem. Audience participa- 
tion seemed necessary but difficult achieve the short time allotted for the 
paper. Also, people lucky enough present the 1949 Medical Library 
Association meeting would comprise only portion those potentially in- 
terested, all whom might appreciate having opportunity take part. 
was remembered that the 1947 annual meeting, Miss Mildred Jordan used the 
preconvention participation method exceedingly skillful manner re- 
port regional meetings. Following her example, took courage try the 
plan reporting the replies questionnaire but mentioning authors 
name. Forthwith, questioning letter was sent about fifty medical school 
librarians. The excellent, carefully considered and promptly written replies were 
received with delight and boundless thanks. They are the basis for this paper. 
Without them would bear import. thank you one and all. 

The interest evidenced the replies clearly shows the committee correct 
thinking there problem connected with the matter lending books 
faculty members and that the Medical Library Association members would 
like discuss it. few replies echoed the statement one 
problems about Faculty and long overdue books are not too but the 
majority read like these. subject close heart. could speak long 
and loud it” ““The above matter has been one greatest annoyances”, 
that one had the right wish knew some rule fol- 
“If had secret formula for ammunition that would hit the target 
problem one which have long been seeking solution 
and have about concluded there surely assigned the sixty- 
four dollar question you,” “If system can developed control the 
faculty and long overdue book problem, shall eternally 
hope someone thinks something better than the cold war often pursued.” 


Annual Meeting, Medical Library Assn., Galveston, Texas, April 11, 1949. 
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Why are librarians concerned about this matter books held out the 
library for long periods time?

Editorials 


PUBLIC RELATIONS 


The subject public relations libraries has unfortunately been sur- 
rounded aura secrecy and hocus-pocus for too long. What public 
relations, and how can good public relations maintained and promoted? 

Public relations is, course, just new name for what has been going 
for years. the picture which the organization presents those serves 
should serve. Every good librarian has been buiiding collections books 
and journals which will serve well the interests his clientele. Every good 
librarian has been attempting make his collection easy use can. 
Every good librarian has been trying train new staff members the prin- 
ciples aid the user the library—or hiring those people who seem 
have this feeling instinctively. Most good librarians have been engaged 
publicizing the libraries they represent exhibits, reading lists, talks the 
library users, and the like. 

All good librarians have been doing these things, secure the knowledge 
that any effective public relations must built solid foundation good 
work well done. But this not what most people mean when they talk about 
public relations medical library. the back the minds many these 
individuals the stunt” and the feeling that the library must use 
many the methods Hollywood its wares. 

Librarians seem naturally shy away from such attention-compelling de- 
vices are used the toothbrush manufacturers the dealers soap operas. 
that because they are nature genteel group who shun the limelight 
and are happy only half-life their own making? the nature the 
product different, and just one would use different methods sell soap and 
political figure, one might well use different methods sell automobile 
and good treatise impetigo neonalorum? 

Patently, and the face it, the latter argument the truer one. But the 
question might well raised, does the medical librarian use the devices for 
good public relations which have been worked out other types libraries, 
does work out his own devices which are more adapted his particular 
ware? Perhaps different kinds libraries require different types promotion. 

Whatever the answer this, there doubt that any library which 
wants build good public relations program should fair amount 
introspection. The best program publicity will boomerang the user, led 
expect good collection well administered, finds the opposite true. 
When that happens, the library may well wish had left well enough alone. 
For indeed has been rightly said that everything library does public 
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relations. well and becomes good public relations. poorly and 
trouble bound ensue. 


WHAT SHOULD THE MEDICAL LIBRARY COLLECT? 


What should medical library collect? one respect the question answers 
itself. medical library, obviously, should collect the literature medicine. 
But there more the problem than this. Exactly what the literature 
medicine, and how much should each individual medical library acquire 
and preserve? 

Like many another problem medical libraries, this one cannot settled 
any hard and fast rule. our decentralized system library coverage, 
individual library must work out the scope its collection for itself. The 
small general medical library hospital close larger center medical 
literature may well elect build only working collection the field, may 
consciously seek limit its size systematic weeding its collection, and 
may even prefer have the library staff spend considerable time nearby 
large library. the other hand, library growing section—such 
the far west—where library facilities are poor, may well plan add its 
resources wherever can. 

Nor quantity alone that calls for decision the part medical li- 
braries. The kind, well the size, the collection desired must deter- 
mined and then forever borne mind. What the scope the library be? 
attempt acquire balanced collection—whatever that is—or will 
specialize one more subjects? Should purchase only those works written 
English, should include foreign languages publications? And the 
latter, which foreign languages: German and French Russian and Japanese? 
Should collect only the current material, should back and pick 
the important material not acquired previously? 

These are all knotty questions, and can only partially answered after 
consideration the particular library and its relation other libraries; the 
clientele the library serves; the budget; the physical quarters the library; 
and the collection already built up. 

But even more difficult question answer that concerned with the 
collection material the sciences allied medicine. For example, what 
shall the medical library about biochemistry, veterinary medicine, psychol- 
ogy, and the like? The Army Medical Library, for example, was severely 
criticized its surveyors 1944 because the narrowness with which had 
confined its acquisitions. About general medicine the surveyors could recom- 
mend unequivocally, Library should acquire all publications, all 
languages, directly relating the science medicine;” but they had consid- 
erably more difficulty being explicit about the ancillary sciences. They 
frankly acknowledged this, much more complicated problem comes 
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connection with material the related sciences,” and their final recommenda- 
tions were compromise which took into consideration the other libraries 
nearby and the needs the clientele served the library. 

one point building collection, however, there can dispute. 
Every library should preserve the material pertaining its own organization. 
The ephemera today are frequently the research tools tomorrow; and any 
library which not arranging for the preservation the archives its own 
institution—college, hospital, academy, research institute—is not living 
its responsibilites the future. Librarians have frequently been busy 
with acquiring and using the book, that they have lost sight the value the 
pamphlet, the manuscript, the mimeographed sheet, the memorandum from 
the Research Director the Biochemist. Now the time see this material 
its true perspective.

Book Reviews and Journal Notes 


Medical Etymology: The History and Derivation Medical 
Terms for Students Medicine, Dentistry, and Nursing. Philadelphia, 
Saunders Company, 1949. 263 pp. $5.50. 

May 29, 1948, members the Medical Library Association assembled 
the banquet meeting Philadelphia heard address which, printed 
this BULLETIN last was wise and delightful harbinger the fuller 
treatment now under review. 

There have been many attempts, some frenzied, some solid and admirable 
provide for medical students today the knowledge Greek and Latin roots 
which they longer acquire their premedical training. Dr. Pepper’s solution 
the difficulty divide the medical curriculum into the various preclinical 
and clinical subjects the order which they are usually offered the 
students; group under each and describe etymologically, alphabetical 
series, the basic words that subject; prefix the whole with brief discus- 
sion such stumbling blocks prefixes and suffixes; and, after respectful 
bow the allied field dentistry, close with convenient index covering 
both the main entries, which amount fewer than 4000 words, and any words 
similar derivation mentioned course. 

This method necessarily involves some repetition, some separation word- 
families from subject subject, and numerous cross references. has, how- 
ever, even without the ingratiating side lights with which Dr. Pepper illumines 
it, many points its favor. The student encouraged examine medical 
terms small groups meets them the course his daily studies. Since 
presumably learns their definitions the classroom from his textbook 
dictionary, finds this manual only their derivations. familiarizing him- 
self with the roots one subject acquires knowledge which assists him 
other subjects, and becomes increasingly conscious the processes and 
refinements word-building. The final result should that led 
etymological appreciation every medical term which meets, whether 
not included among the basic words this book. 

Derivations, however, may found dictionaries, and, spite the state- 
ment the Foreword, there are relatively few here which differ substantially 
from those usually accepted. The great difference, and the peculiar merit 
this book, lies the manner their presentation. the first place, every 
page studded with enticing references medical history, and apathetic

This apparently 
well-grounded statistical study references cited from three six chemical 
journals and from one four physics journals for the years 1899, 1919, and 
1939. The source journals used were themselves selected the basis fre- 
quency citation the Journal the American Chemical and Physical 
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Reviews for the years considered, and comparable figures for 1946 were gathered 
from citations the latter two journals only. 

That the number titles necessary maintain steady coverage 
either field constantly increasing indicated the fact that figures for 
the average number reference per serial title decreased from 1899 1946 
both the chemistry and the physics journals. The inadequacy classifica- 
tion schemes, particularly for periodicals, and the disadvantages university 
library departmentalization may inferred from tables showing that only 
about fourth the serial titles cited chemical journals (representing, how- 
ever, three-fourths the references) and 20% less the serial titles 
physics (representing from 70% the references) were classed the 
respective major fields. Similar trends are indicated the tables for nonserial 
material. 

the vital question controlling the size library, one may receive 
some guidance from the fact that around 95% the serials cited chemistry 
journals were dated within the immediately preceding fifty years, whereas 
for physics, the past twenty-five years accounted for more than 90% the 
references cited. the other hand, twenty-five years were adequate supply 
nonserial material cited chemistry journals, but longer period was necessary 
for physics. 

appeared that the literature from ‘‘outside” fields was used somewhat 
more quickly than that the major field, but this may mean that has some- 
what less permanent value. was also indicated that domestic literature 
used more quickly and higher percentage becomes obsolete, but was 
pointed out that this may possibly due the fact that only the more im- 
portant foreign literature used domestic libraries. 

might expected, serial references accounted for around 90% the 
citations for both fields all periods, with monographs providing about 
for chemistry and from 11.19% 1899 7.00% 1946 for physics.

Larkey, Sanford Thoughts medical history and libraries—1847 and 1947. 

Bull. Acad. Med. 25: 65-83, February, 1949. 

With the birth the New York Academy Medicine 1847 movement 
was started found learned societies. One the primary reasons for founding 
the Academy was the growing concern over the state medical practice and 
medical education. Another object the founders was the establishment 
great medical library, whose formal development, however, did not start until 
1876. After the victorious end the war 1847, there was feeling that this 
was transitional era and that great days were ahead. 1947, after another 
war, there feeling uncertainty. Along with the hopes for better life 
from scientific advances, particularly the field medicine, there also the 
fear that science may our undoing. This apprehension based not only 
the fear material dangers atomic energy, but also the general trend 
world thought and education, trend which would replace the humanities 
science. Many thinkers believe this would lead intellectual chaos, that 
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liberal education based the humanities essential for real thinking, and 
that too great stress science alone would lead mediocrity, even the 
sciences themselves. The object the author’s paper show that there can 
common agreement between these two extreme points view. this 
end divides his paper into three parts and discusses, first, the historical 
background this split into two opposing views quoting from many sources 
down the ages prove his point; then examines the place medical his- 
tory against this background; and concludes with consideration the 
place the medical library our modern world.

WAITE, FREDERICK CLAYTON. The History the First Medical College Ver- 
mont—Castleton 1818-1862. Montpelier, Vermont Historical Society, 1949. 
280 

Dr. Waite presents another volume the history medical education. 
During his teaching years was active the movement raise the standards 
medical schools. carrying out investigations accumulated mass 
documented material from which has published many articles and books. 
1943, was honored his alma mater, Western Reserve University, 
award the degree Doctor Humanities. the author The His- 
tory the School Western Reserve University (1940), History 
Western Reserve University—the Hudson Era 1826-1882 (1943), The Story 
Country Medical College (1945), and Reserve University Centennial 
History the School Medicine (1946). 

The thorough reliability statements Dr. Waite’s publications make 
them invaluable the historian. has travelled far and wide search for 
original sources his material, and wherever possible his facts have been docu- 
mented. 

The story each early medical school the country fills the reader with 
wonder that the faculty could accomplish much with little. Many the 
teachers would loom large any era; they were resourceful and often pictures- 
que. Occasionally one turned out scoundrel. Some were peripatetic, 
teaching several schools both New England and the Midwest, while others 
were often polycathedral, occupying different chairs the same school. was 
even Castleton where many the faculty taught six other institutions, 
some far away Montreal and San Francisco. 

Selah Gridley, proprietor the general store Castleton and postmaster, 
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practised medicine well, even though possessed medical degree. 
had many private pupils that decided along with Theodore Woodward 
and John Conte Cazier establish medical school. Castleton had been 
center for secondary school education since 1786, and seemed desirable loca- 
tion for such school. Woodward was the only member with medical degree, 
honorary award made Harvard University. Although the founders 
proprietors, they were called, capable men and well educated for 
their time,” Gridley developed some mental deterioration 1820, and 1822 
moved Exeter where died four years later. Woodward was stricken with 
epilepsy the age thirty-four, was patient hospital for the insane, and 
died the age fifty-two, what was probably brain tumor. 

The most successful period Castleton’s history was from 1823 1827. 
1822, the lecture term was lengthened fourteen weeks and 1824 fifteen 
weeks. Furthermore, students working toward the degree Doctor Medicine 
were required have read the first six books Vigil’s Aeneid and the first four 
orations Cicero against Cataline. also interesting note that members 
the first three graduating classes had wait eight months after examina- 
tion before receiving their degree, and had Middlebury, read disserta- 
tion public, and defend case any discussion. 

amazing how much information Dr. Waite has uncovered regarding 
teaching methods, publications, relations medical societies, and personnel 
associated with this Vermont School. When all this critically analyzed and 
the training offered medical schools century ago compared with that 
today, easily understood how much improvement medical education 
has contributed toward the present high standard American medicine. 

Some details are furnished regarding most members the corporation and 
the faculty, and many the graduates and nongraduates. There much 
material that useful genealogists. The book valuable and reliable 
record early teaching medicine this country. deserves wide acceptance 
among historians and medical teachers.

New Gould Dictionary. Edited Harold Wellington

The editors, while acknowledging that they used the framework the fifth 
and last edition Gould’s Medical Dictionary published 1941, have made 
many additions and deletions that they consider the result their labors 
entirely new work justifying the addition the adjective the title 
and calling this the first what will become presumably new series edi- 
tions. One looks with interest note these changes. The most striking one 
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improvement typography; the words defined are larger, more 
legible, bold-faced type and division into syllables with pronunciation marks 
are indicated primarily instead having the divided word repeated paren- 
thesis.

Since there are fewer words page and fewer pages, must as- 
sumed that considerable number words have been dropped and indeed 
the editors acknowledge this the preface. Possibly this good thing but 
this reviewer regrets the omission some words which still uses, 
phorous” for example. The writer’s chief interest concerns pathology and 
oncology, consequently was natural for him pay particular attention 
these fields. There are some surprising omissions: gynandroblastoma, oncocyte, 
oncocytoma, and mesenchymoma could not found, although all four words 
are currently used. Under the heading stains, the writer could find mention 
the Laidlaw and Fontana stains, nor the metachrome stain formed 
combination azure and Erie garnet all which are frequently used 
many laboratories. was surprising find mention George Whipple, 
nor the disease named for him.

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JOHN ELMER WEEKS, M.D. 
1853-1949 


Dr. John Elmer Weeks, Supporting Member the Medical Library Associa- 
tion, died February 2nd, 1949, Jolla, California. Born August 
1853, led physically and mentally active life throughout his ninety-five 
years. 

Dr. Weeks received his M.D. degree from the University Michigan 1881 
and interned Alms House and Work Hospital New York. For several years 
studied under Dr. Herman Knapp the Ophthalmic and Aural Institute 
New York. Following year postgraduate work the University 
Berlin, Dr. Weeks returned the Institute resident physician and 1887 
became assistant surgeon. His intense interest research led him investigate 
the bacteriology acute epidemic conjunctivitis, and 1886 reported 
identifying the organism which bears the name Koch-Weeks bacillus the 
causative agent. From 1890 1920 led extremely active career 
ophthalmologist, teacher, and researcher. addition other positions, Dr. 
Weeks was Surgeon, New York Eye and Ear Infirmary and Professor Oph- 
thalmology the University and Bellevue Hospital Medical College (now New 
York University). Upon his retirement 1921 moved Portland, Oregon, 
where was ophthalmological consultant and also served for many years 
Honorary Professor Ophthalmology and Member the Library Commit- 
tee the University Oregon Medical School. Dr. Weeks wrote many articles 
ophthalmology well two textbooks: Diseases the Eye, Ear, Throat, 
and Nose 1892 and Diseases the Eye 1910. 

For many years Dr. Weeks was Supporting Member the Medical Library 
Association, and 1937 climaxed his interest libraries donating 
the major part the funds for the erection library building the Univer- 
sity Oregon Medical School. this way helped insure the continued 
advancement medical science and research which had already given 
much.
